| YN contrast the attitude. of

| Under the guise of protecting freedom 
of the press, it subjects. the newspaper ~

| which cannot be jusified in a democratic 
| society. At best it is unwarranted tink 
ering; far wokse, implanted in it are the 
germs of rigid ptess. control 
Mr. Nehru’'s first excursion into cen 
sorship was the repressive legislation of 
1952: which made newspapers criminally 
liable for the publication of objectionable 
| matter. The definition of what was Qb- 
jectionable was flexible eriough to be sus- 
| ceptible to the politica} interpretation of 
the government in power, 


| Storm of Protest 

| -*A storm of protest greeted the bill, 
| yet Mr. Nehru persisted in its passage. 
| When its four-year term expired earlier 
this year, it was allowed to lapse. The 
| more ingenious ‘and less controversial 
| Newspaper Bill was at that time well 
on the way to becoming -law. 

The ostensible aim of the new legis- 
lation is to eliminate unfair competition 
among newspapers by regulating their 
size, price and distribution. There are 
330 newspapers in India; fifty-four of 
them, owned by fifteen publishers, ac- 
count for 50 per cent of the circulation.
